ence at Ping-yang, through the Japanese army 
occupying the helghts about that city and 
every colgn. of vantage, {t was determined to 
avall themselves of every point) command. 
Ing the clty of Yichou at a distatce, Hence 
although, so says the telegram, the enemy tried 
thelr old tactics of coming:to the attack on three 
aides, leaving the northern side oper, they were 
driven off with the loss of some 1,300 men In 
killed and wounded. As the Chinese fought 
behind thelr en‘renchments thelr loss was com- 
paratively small, only 40 odd men being elther 
Killed or wounded. The new arrivals from China 
sreall on the Manchurian slide ofthe Yaloo river; 
but when firing was reported by the pickets 
and scoute fm the directional Yichou, three 
batterles of hores artillery and 3,000 cavalry 
were immediately sent acrom to-aid the Chinese 
at Yicbou and also, If possible, to surprise the 
enemy In the rear; but when. these troops 
arrived at Yichou the hattle was over, and they 
returned the next day to thelr former position 
on the Yaloo, This report may bé quite 
sccurate, but the Hongkong Telegraph has very 
Ilttle faith ‘in ‘native’ reports elther from 
Chineso or Japanese sources, and religtously

‘Before the fall of Yashan was known here 
General Tao bad a telegram from Tientein to 
march at once into Korea. It was by that time 
discovered that troops could not be safely sent 
by sea to support Yashan, Within a few days 
after receipt of the telegram the Genera’'s army 
was south of the clty makiag forced marches 
towards Feaoghuangchéng, He gave his main 
army three days out before he himself with soo 
mounted men started after them, The roads 
ware then not at thelr worst, but ordinary travel- 
lers could not make more than so or 6o /f per 
day, He made over soo #, His worr-out men

The Chtrese had, o-rhing, a couple of score 
of guns at the utm~+ ; ths Japanese had over 100 
large guns, carrying much farther than those of 
the Chincee. That the Chinese lost five to one 
of the Japanese troops might therefore well be 
credited, That the Chinese were able to stand 
alll thelr. leader General Tso was killed beside 
his guns, 1s what seems remarhable, This fact, 
connected with the readiness of the men on the 
Kowshing to go down rather than surrender, 
proves the present self-imposed task of the 
Japaneto an utteriv hopelass one; provided 
China is able to keep internal peace, 


TE MANCHU TROOPS USELESS. 


Another ‘serlous lesson which the Imperial 
dycasty should lay to henrt at once is that the 
Manchu troops have hitherto nroved themrelver 
utterly untrustenthy, The Kiln Manchus sre 
far more intent on hunting for enmething to fill 
thelr opium pipes than on doing anything to 
uphold the dynasty which bas pampered them 
for so long a time that they seem to have 
concluded that it exists for, thelr spectat 
benefit. At Ping-yang, though there were as 
many Manchus-as of General Tso's men, they 
so acted a9 to rouse the contempt as well as the 
enmity of the ‘ hinrae trnops, They retreated 
almost intact (4,coo) to Yichow (Wij1) which 
they occupled for sometime, along with Generals 
Yeh and Nich, who withdrew the Tlentsin 
troops fram Plny-yang {n falrly good order. 
General Tso had atmoat. all the fighting. 
and the killed were mostly bla own pleked 
men, The:. Manchus are atrong, active 
young men; but thelr officers have little contra] 
overthem. They should be placed at once 
under officera whe can drill them Into effictent 
so'dlers, and whip them into disci lined troops; 
or alternatively be disbanded, and cease to have 

_ an allowance from the Imperlal treasury. At 
presentth-y are a gource—should I say the 
source?—of weakness to the Manchu dynasty. 
The Manchos have, as rulers, a better record 
than any dynasty that ever ruled over this 

‘ unwieldy empire. Bot the Mancha soldiers, to 
ibe « strensth to the empire, should at once be 
placed under officers of whatever natlonality, 
who won'd compel thelr obedience. This 
demands {nstent attention, The war will be 
carrled on well enough by and bye, by Chinese 
troops, What will be the outcome? 


October 2nd, 
WOUNDED C MING IN. : 


Within the last fow days the Mission Hosplta' 

has received several wounded from the seat of 
war, There are néw seven men under treat- 
ment, and their wounds are progressing favoor. 
ably. The first arrivals were on the 2gtb of 
Septemher, Among them was a private soldier 
with no fewer than elght bullet holes In’ ble 
clothes. an! three in his body: He was one of 
a scouting party of 14, who had been sent away 
in August to (he esst of Plngyang to find the 
Jspanese, The first announcement they had of 
the enemy's presence was a shot striking a rock 
clase hy, ard Immediately they found themselves 
hemmed Sn hy a force supposed to number 
$00 men. The Jopanese, however, had to 
chee’ their fire for fear of hitting one 
another, ro the Hule party got away with 
the nse oof two of thete number, Our 
frlend was hit In the Ieg, hut his wound heated 
in Ume to let him fight at the batile of Ping- 
yang, where he got» buligt In the arm. The 
fighting around Pieg-yang began on Ihe rath of 
September and ‘acted ttl the agth, The farce 
engaged was the Chinese army from Moukden, 
numbering 4.0co mer, under the command of 
General Tso, ‘ 
‘The alteck was made from the east, and for 
the first two'days the Chinese were successful, 
and drove hack the enemy to some distance, 
The latter then turned, and concealing their Hoe 
of march hehind hills, succeeded In surrounding 
the city, The decisive action occurred on the 
isth. Several of the sorvivors think they would 
have stoad thelr ground {f thelr General hod not 
fallen ; but when he was struck down there was 
0 one to take command, 


GENERAL TSO'S DEATH. 


The following account Is given of the death of 
Geners] Tso. He was first shot in the leg, but 
tearing a strip from his robe he bound up the 
wound and went on with the conduct ‘of the 
battle,” The Chinese artillery was planted atthe 
corner of the clty wall... One of the guns was 
directed hy a student from a military academy. 
He served hix gun with some effect, and so drew 

+ the enemy's fire on himself, A shot atruck him 

in the shontder, and as he sank to the ground 
the. General himself st pped forward and 
assumed the direction of the gun, The gun 
.be-meto have had some mechanism which.the 
ethers did not understand. Not long after, a 
shot plerced his chest, and he fell mortally 
wounded, ae 


INCIDENTS OF THE BATTLE. 


With him were over a dozen young men, sons 
of mendaring, who acted ae bis’ personal 
attaches or alder-de-camp. They put thelr 
General on his bor:e and were escorting him to 
hls recidence in the city, but he dled before they 
could reach It. They buried hies with all baste, 
and then made thelr escape. The clty was by 
this time practically surrounded, and the only 
thing todo was to make a dash for dear life. 
‘They rode off In the direction which seemed 
clear of dancer, but the Japanese were In 
ambush in the long prass, and fired after them 
‘ae they passed, one of them being shot in the 
shoulder blade, The bullet pasead through 
fie lung. ‘and killed (he man in front 
ofhim. He was carrying hs General's " Yellow 
acket,” but soon having his horse shot under 
_ bim, he dropped the jacket, his rife, and every- 
thing he had, and crawled Into the grass, where 
he fatnted from lose of blood. When he came 
4o all was quiet, and he made bis way by side- 
pathsto a placeof safely. He then bought another 
forse which he rode Into Moukden., Another of 
- ¢he same band was unhorsed, and went along 
. ga fact ttt he found a Japanese sleeping on the 
battlefield with bis horse. tethered to his wrist. 

: He quietly cat. the halter and rode off; the 
Japanese awoke and shouted’ after him some- 
thing unintelligible, but {t was too late,

It {s apparently the general belief that high 
speed In ocean steamers has about reached its 
limit in the newest types now afloat, It ls not 
alngulary that ih{s view should exist when it is 
considered what Is required to be added to the 
present fast steamer to gain more speed. To 
accompllsh this itis asserted that the length 
of the vessel tg en element of the greatest 
Importance. Machirery of sufficient strength 
to drive this enormous bulk rapidly through 
the water lt would, it seems, be forthcoming 
quitereadily. Uptoncertals point this bas 
been. demonstrated, And the reweat of the 
fast steamers are edditional evidence in this 
direction, But to go very much beyond this, 
atthe present rate of progression, to ‘sp off as 
much, say, as acother day from the time ofa 
tracs-Atlantle vorene, It would seem as though 
the steamer must of a phenomenal length. 
This view of the matter [s based upon the asser- 
tion that length, fn particular, {3 m necessary 

ré-requisite of bigh speed in an ccean steamer, 

he very Jatest accomplishments in respect of {t 
are not calculated to confirm absolute confidence 
in this theory, 

It le, however, possible that this theory as to 
the length of the vessel it not at fault, and the 
difficalty may Me tn the deficlency'of power: In 
the propelling force employed, That any but 
the best and the most powerful engines that 
could be used with due regard to the strength 
and quality of resistance of the veesel 
cannot be donbied. Ti all these things, 
then, are equal—the one with the other—it 
would appear, that ander tho most favorable 
conditions the newer of the ‘crack ' steamers are 
dolog in the way of speed all that itis possible 
for them to do. This Is not Intended asan 
adverse criticism of their performances, which 
have been remaskably fice, resultlog In a still 
further lowering of the time of pasaage across 
the “pond.” Neverthaless, {t points to a mach 
‘gueatez ontlay of money and some very nice 
figuring negessary to put forth a steamer that 
will yr teclalty Iépgen the highest present: 
record for oscan voyages, The advance in
